THE STATE CAPITOL. 


I'hc O r n a m e n ta l W o rk AVIaii is (n be 
D o n e —T h e F e n c e — E n tr a n c e s —N tn- 
lu n r y —W o rk »«» C ease T u e sd a y . 


The completion of the elaborate 
truscan tile flooring in the rotunda of 
le State Capitol, the construction of 
u* massive and beautiful rotunda mil, 
nd other inner decorations have boon 
splicitly noted in the Ilccord. All 
te inner work may be said to lie eoni- 
leted, and about all that remains to 
e done concerning the building: is on 
ud about the exterior. 
T H E STATUARY. 
Nearly all the statuary upon the 
pper walls of the building is in place, 
he figures are mostly of gigantic size, 
nd they were all modeled by Mez/.ara 
nd east by the Artificial «tono (’mil- 
any of Han Francisco. 
Upon the southwest corner pedestal 
anda the statue “Force.” 11 is a female 
gitre in classic garments and wearing 
leopard skin about her body and over 
tie shoulder, the anim al’s head resting 
n her breast. She bears a drawn 
ivord and faces to the west. The tig­ 
re has graceful poise and figure, clear­ 
; cut features, and is recognized as 
ie most natural of the statues yet up, 
' we except the central figure of t he 
roup in the pediment over tin* main 
ortion. 
, 
The next statue to this is on the west 
all, and is typical of “Beace.” It is 
male figure of a Roman soldier in 
ill m artial dress. 
lie looks toward 
íe north, and is just sheathing his 
ivortl with his right hand, while in 
is left, still behind him, is held the 
live branch. At his leet is a plow, a 
lieaf of wheat and a broken column. 
The next figuro to go up, in order, is 
iiat of “Verity," and is of like charac- 
;r and will be in keeping with the 
ther statues. 
At the southwest corner of the pcdi- 
íent one more group remains to lie 
íounted. 
It is entitled "America, ’ 
nd represents an Indian 
woman 
Iasping her babe to her breast, and 
íounted on horseback, the animal be- 
tig attacked by buffalo. 
Opposite to this and over the oppo* 
ite eorncr of the pediment, is another 
roup also entitled "America.” This 
epresouts a nude Pawnee 
Indian 
nounted upon Ills pony, and in the 
ttitudeof hurling a spear nt a grizzly 
earwhlch has risen upon his haunches 
m l g ra p p le d the horse by the throat, 
rhicli is recoiling from the shock, 
'his group has excited more criticism’ 
ban any of the work yet put up. It 
s c la im e d the horse and rider are dts- 
iioportionate in size, anti Hint the 
Toup ha* not been modeled 
itli due 
are and proportion generally. 
Upon the northwest corner pedestal 
s the statue of a woman in Grecian 
obos resting her arm upon an anchor, 
round which a wreath is entwined, 
’his figure represents "I rudenee. 
sext upon the south, is the statue 
‘W ar,” a Roman soldier with shield 
idvaneed and grasping a drawn fal­ 
lón in the attitude of attack, 
lhc 
Igure stands in the debris ot bulen 
■olumns and prostrate wall#. 


Upon (lie north and west walls, and 
uiioii l he south wall intermediate with 
statues, are a number of vases, flam­ 
ing pots, with clinging Cupitis and 
wreaths. Upon the corners of tho 
north and south M alls are fiat shields 
with the letters U. S., the point over­ 
hung by a single star. 
Anything 
more out of taste than these shields 
could scarcely have 
been devised. 
They are neither decorative, enthusi­ 
astic, or artistic, ami give the baltis- 
trade the appearance of the upper shelf 
of a country grocery store with It ugh 
sugar heart's or fnm iful paper designs 
amidst the more substantial articles. 
St'RROrN'TM NGB AND APPROACHES. 
The present fence surrounding the 
Capitol grounds is very light and 
plain, and was intended as the merely 
temporary struature it is. The lowness 
and meagerness of this surrounding 
greatly detracts from the appearance 
of the Capitol and grounds, and re­ 
duces the approaches in ctl'eet. 
A 
sketch, therefore, of the future sur­ 
roundings of the beautiful terraced 
grounds Mill 
lie interesting. 
The 
felice, gates, entrances, etc., to lie 
erected, were designed and drawn by 
Gordon I’. Cummings, the Capitol 
architect. A design for the entrances 
upon tlic north and south sides of the 
l ’ark is an elegant one. It is drawn in 
purely classic architectural lines, but 
of no one particular order; generally, 
however, 
inclining to the Roman 
Doric. The supports arc crowned with 
a rich and very heavy cornice sur­ 
rounded by urns, with due elegant 
lnntp in the center. The frieze is orna­ 
mented with a row of stars, one for 
each State in tint Union when Cali­ 
fornia Mas admitted. The fronts and 
inside consist of four columns to each, 
with double columns and pilasters at 
each wicket entrance, of which there 
are four, one on either side the two 
carriage entrances, which are thirteen 
feet iu width. The wickets are each 
four feet six inches in width. The base 
of the structure is of rustic granite, 
and the main body rises up in free­ 
stone, including the pilasters, capitals, 
entablature, 
archatriul, 
etc. 
The 
arches over the entrances are of the 
kind termed the silted arch, being the 
section of a circle, as the full arch 
Mould be too high and not in keeping 
with .the building. 
Upon the arch is 
mounted an elegant lamp. The gates 
to these entrances swing back con­ 
cealed, the depth of the entrances be­ 
ing ten feet each, with groined arch 
and ceiling and afi'ording on either 
hand in the interior neat too! houses. 


T IIE VENCE 
is a very novel and appropriate de­ 
sign, and meets the approval of ail in­ 
terested. Jt consists or cast iron orna­ 
mented wickets secured upon rolled 
iron horizontal bars. The posts and 
lampposts arc also of iron, the latter 
being so constructed that they can be 
put on at any post of the fence by un­ 
screwing the ornamental top. The en­ 
tire fence is to rest upon a granite 
base fourteen.inches in bight and self­ 
supporting, 
needing neither stone, 
brick, or other foundation beneath. 
The posts are elaborately ornamented 
with bears’ heads, etc., and term inate 
in acorn tops. The gates for the front 
and corner entrances arc of the same 
design us the fence, but are somewhat 
higher. 
We next come to the steps, 
which are to take the place of the wide 
wooden steps bv which the terrace are 
now reached. They are unique in de­ 
sign and very strong and serviceable. 
They are constructed of cast iron 
plainly mounted anti set at the head 
of each flight; on either hand is an 
iron lamppost with truncated corners 
embossed with the “ Lietors’ ” staff. 
The t amps,or side defenses to the steps, 
are molded to lit the graceful curve of 
the grade of the terrace descent, and 
are ornamented with open panel work. 
The foot of the steps on either side are 
graced with posts of like design with 
the upper ones, but bear instead of 
lamps, large vases, in which flowering 
plants and drooping vines may be cul­ 
tivated. From each of these posts an 
ornamental iron shoo descends to meet 
the line of the path below. It is to be 
readily seen how greatly this fence, 
the carriage entrances and the gates 
and steps will add to tho beauty of ap­ 
proach to the Capitol, and vastly im­ 
prove the general effect of the view of 
the building and grounds. These iron 
structures are the most economical 
known and arc easily fashioned with­ 
out proportionate expense to almost 
any design of beauty and appropriate­ 
ness. 
Work will he suspended at the Capi­ 
tol and on the grounds on Tuesday,and 
cannot proceed to the completion of 
the fence and steps herein described 
until sufficient funds are set aside for 
that purpose.—[Record.

Tho Congregational Church of Santa 
Barbara luts just rented its pews for a 
sum sufficient to pay the salary of its 
pastor, Rev. Dr. Hough—$3,000. The 
church is out of debt and very pros­ 
perous.

Santa Barbara wants and don’t want 
a city charter, that is they arc quar­ 
reling over its provisions. 


A riz o n a , 


P r e s c o t t , Feb. 23.—This to w n is 
very lively at present. Numbers of 
miners and prospectors are starting 
out daily and continually returning 
bringing rich specimens and quite an 
amount of bullion. The Tiger mine, 
in which F. P. Forster, of San Diego, 
and Frank Ganahl, of Los Angeles, 
are largely interested, is being devel­ 
oped Steadily, and as they go down the 
lodu M'idens and the quality of the ore 
increases in richness. It it. expected 
that a mill will bo put in operation 
early in the spring. Several new dis­ 
coveries have recently been made in 
the vicinity of the Tiger Mine, and be­ 
fore another season rolls round, Brad­ 
shaw City will be one of the liveliest 
mining camps on tho coast. 


The Garcia Mills near Point Arenas, 
were swept off by the high water, con­ 
sequent on the late rains, tho dcmol- 
ishment taking structure and ma­ 
chinery. These mills were valuable 
property, being worth about 30,000. 


H. J. Glenn, who lias a “little” 
farm near Jacinto, in ColuSa county, 
will put in this year forty thousand 
acres in wheat.

We notice tliut the articles of asso­ 
ciation of the Bank of San Francisco 
have been tiled at Sacramento. Among 
other tilings this new bank intends to 
purchase and hold real estate for build­ 
ing and speculative purposes. 
The privilege of buying and holding 
lands has always been deemed a dan­ 
gerous one in the hands of corpora­ 
tions. and they are usually prohibited 
from holding any more than absolute­ 
ly necessary for the purposes of the 
organization. 
Illinois prohibits the 
formation of corporations for the pur­ 
pose of land brokerage, and many of 
the other States of the Union provide 
against allowing real estate to get into 
the hands of a corporation. 
California is sufficiently cursed with 
the evils of land monopoly, without 
still further encouraging it by permit­ 
ting the formation of corporations for 
speculating in the soil. It is bad 
enough to allow an individual to mon­ 
opolize a large area of the surface of 
the State, to the exclusion of other citi­ 
zens, but in the regular course of na­ 
ture an individual will die and his pos­ 
sessions will be scattered. A corpora­ 
tion, however, under our laws, can he 
renewed from time to time, and thus 
practically continue its life to an in­ 
definite period. In every country the 
evil of land monopoly has been inten­ 
sified by permitting corporations to 
acquire titles to the soil; and our State 
should immediately take steps to pre­ 
vent any trouble by making it illegal 
tor any corporation to hold any real 
estate beyond the amount really ne­ 
cessary for the transaction of its busi­ 
ness. Railroads should be permitted 
to hold their right of way, depot and 
shop grounds, and when they cease to 
use them forsuch purposes,they should 
revert to the State or to the original 
owners. Lands granted to them to aid 
in building their roads, should be of­ 
fered in open market for a reasonable 
length of time, and, if not disposed of, 
ought to be put up at auction. No 
bank should be permitted to hold any 
land beyond the lot on which its build­ 
ing stands. Lands may fall into the 
hands of a banking house through the 
inability of debtors to meet their en­ 
gagements, but in that case, it should 
he disposed of by the public officials, 
and the proceeds devoted to the liqui­ 
dation of the debt. This is required 
of the national banks, by the Act un­ 
der which they are organized, and the 
same principle should be applied to all 
corporations organized by Htate au- 
t iiority. 
T ut monopoly press is fond of dis- 
cunting on what it terms the utter 
failure of Illinois legislation on the 
Railroad qvestion, and holding it up 
as a warning against any attempt to 
control our California roads. That the 
people of Illinois do not consider their 
law a failure is showa by the fact that 
the Commissioners have begun suit 
against the Northwestern road to en­ 
force the provisions of the statute. No 
one pretends that the law is perfect, 
and it will doubtless require a good 
deal of amendment to bring it into 
satisfactory shape, but the principles 
tqxm which it is founded are correct, 
and will be adhered to by the great 
State that lias taken the lead in regu­ 
lating the corporations. 


C a l if o r n ia is not the only State in 
which bauds of armed marauders ren­ 
der life and property unsafe. It was 
only a few months ago that a train 
was captured and robbed, on an Iowa 
railroad, anil a few days since the ex­ 
press train on the Iron Mountain road, 
in Missouri, was stopped by armed 
men and all the passengers robbed. 
Our State has moved promptly, if un­ 
successfully, in the matter of breaking 
up Vasquez’s band, but we heur of no 
extra effort being made to capture tbe 
Iowa and Missouri robbers. 
Our English cousins are fond of 
drawing comparisons between the or­ 
derly character of their people under 
monarchical institutions, and the row 
dyism of Americans. The reports from 
the English elections are not, however, 
of a character to convince one of the 
superior civilization of Victoria's sub­ 
ject*.

My D e a r S ir—I have the honor to 
acknowledge the receipt ot your letter 
of the 18th of January last, in answer 
to mine of the 12th, and which T have 
submitted to the Board of Directors of 
the Agricultural and Mechanical Ex­ 
position of Southern California. 
I am directed by the Board to say 
to you, and through you to your Board 
of Directors, that they cannot accede 
to your proposition to purchase stock 
of your association to the amount 
named or to any amount. 
As the conselidation of the two com­ 
panies on the basis you propose has 
been a subject of considerable discus­ 
sion through the newspapers of the 
city, and in private circles, involving 
some acrimony, it is proper to state to 
you some of the reasons which control 
the Board and people 1 represent in 
this matter, in declining to entertain 
the proposed amalgamation. To be as 
brief as I can— 
First—Judging from the manage­ 
ment of your association in the past, 
they see no probability of harmonizing 
the elements represented by the two 
companies. Should they become the 
owners of a majority of your stock, they 
might, so long as that majority re­ 
mained in their hands, be able to dic­ 
tate its management; but the exercise 
of that right would bring the opposing 
elements into conflict, crippling its 
usefulness and finally dissolving it in 
ruin. Without harmony such a union 
would be worse than no union at all. 
You have, in your association, a 
large and influential class who believe 
that pool-selling and betting on fair 
grounds are, if not right, necessary to 
attract the multitude and secure suc­ 
cess. We do not think so. Our or­ 
ganization expressly prohibits all 
manner of betting, pool-selling and 
the sale of intoxicating drinks as a 
beverage, on the grounds of the com­ 
pany. On these questions there is no 
compromise. 
Our Company is decidedly fixed in 
the opinion that agricultural fairs 
should be managed in the interests of 
agriculture and of those mechanic arts 
most intimately associated with it. 
While we aim to give proper encour­ 
agement to all efforts for the improve­ 
ment ol stock, we are utterly opposed 
to the practice of racing for purposes 
of gambling. We believe the practice 
wrong in principle and demoralizing 
in its tendency. 
There is a strong and rapidly grow­ 
ing public sentiment in our midst 
against gambling in ail its forms and 
guises. The stronger that sentiment 
becomes th* more resolute will be its 
purpose to attack and overthrow not 
only fairs but all other societies which 
encourage or tolerate it. 
Recognizing that sentiment, our 
people confidently rely on the hearty 
support of such as agree with them— 
and they do not doubt the result. 
I pass to the second reason, which 
is to he found in a sound economy of 
means — 
To obtain a controlling interest in 
your association, would require a casli 
outlay of over twelve thousand dol­ 
lars.We have offers of ample grounds 
well located, of from 80 to 100 acres, 
free of cost. We believe that with an 
expenditure of less than eight thou­ 
sand dollars, we can suitably prepare 
our grounds for the purposes of our as­ 
sociation. As a financial operation, 
your keen judgment will, I doubt notj 
approve our course. 
In conclusion, Governor, allow me 
to add that we much regret the cir­ 
cumstances which compel us to de­ 
cline your offer. We would gladly 
harmonize, if we believed harmony 
possible. We shalt not make war on 
your organization, and shall rejoice in 
whatever good you may be able to ac­ 
complish for the district with whose 
interests and prosperity we are all so 
closely allied.

The new building of the New York 
“Tribune” will la- a grand monument 
to the memory of the noble-heurted 
man who founded that great journal. 
It is the first of a class of buildings 
which will probably lie common 
enough in the great cities of the twen­ 
tieth century—for which the enormous 
value of land offers the inducement 
and the invention of elevators lias 
rendered possible. The buildings ad­ 
joining the new edifice of the “Tri­ 
bune” are, we think, higher than any 
buildings we have in this city, but tlie 
new “Tribune” building will tower 
above them as one of our first-elass 
buildings like the Occidental Hotel 
towers above a one-story shanty. The 
height of the building will be Í50feet, 
containing, with the bailment, ten 
floors with a cellar underneath. 
A 
tower will rise from the main build­ 
ing to a height of 285 feet. The whole 
edifice is to be constructed of Quincy 
granite, and in the best and strongest 
manner. The corner stone was laid 
on Saturday, January 25th, by Miss 
Ida Greeley, and the building will be 
pushed ahead as fast as possible. 
A huge cheese was shipped from 
New York to London the other day.

A little over a year more, and the 
100th anniversary of the Battle of 
Bunker Hill will take place. A little 
band of heroes, then inaugurated a 
struggle, which brought untold results.

For a considerable length of time, 
Judge de la Guerra lias been seriously 
ill from an asthmatic complaint and 
for some months past has been unable 
to hold his Court, and in consequence 
lie tendered his resignation a short 
time since. 
Judge de la Guerra was a native of 
California and the second son of Don 
Jose de la Guerra y Noriega, a native 
of Spain, and for many years an officer 
of the Spanish and Mexican army and 
a resident of Santa Barbara, and for 
many years was the commandant of 
that military post, Presidio. 
For a number or years preceding the 
downfall of the Mexican power in Cali­ 
fornia, Judge de la Guerra was the 
Receptor of the Maritime Customs of 
California. 
A t the calling of the convention in 
1849, which formed the Constitution 
of this State, he was elected a Dele­ 
gate. He was, upon the adoption of 
the Constitution, elected a State Sen­ 
ator, and, with the exception of one or 
two terms, was re-elected to the Sen­ 
ate, until Ids election as Judge of the 
First Judicial District, which then 
comprised the counties of San Diego, 
Los Angeles, San Bernardino, Santa 
Barbara and San Luis Obispo.

The Real Estate Reporter has the 
the following: As a State we have 
increased in population of about 40,- 
<K)<), including a surplus of arrivals 
over departures of 30,(KM); and of births 
over deaths of 10,000. Our specie ex­ 
ports have materially decreased, while 
our other exports have largely in­ 
creased. Our exports seaward have 
increased about $7,000,000 over 1872, 
and now aggregate about $30,000,00o; 
while our exports by rail for the past 
year foot up, in value, about $25,000,- 
OftO—a material increase over the pre­ 
vious year. To improve matters still 
more, our imports show a slight de­ 
crease. Our trade w ith Great Britain 
lets nearly doubled during the past 
year, reaching now about $20,000,000, 
largely made up in a direct trade in 
case goods, salmon, flour, wines, and 
many other articles of Pacific coast 
production, other than wheat. This is 
truly encouraging to us as a State, and 
speaks in eloquent tones of m aterial 
progress. 
The Santa Clara Argn* lias the fol­ 
lowing: An interview with a gentle­ 
man who is cultivating n large field of 
these vines . on the Merced river bot­ 
toms, lias furnished us with some in­ 
teresting facts. In the Eastern States 
generally the vines do not yield the 
first year; the second year a crop of 
1,00ft pounds to the acre is expected; 
and in the third year the full crop of 
1,50ft pounds per acre is obtained. But 
on the Merced river bottoms a field of 
hops yielded, the first year, 1,500 
prounds, and will give 2,000 this year. 
The expense of cultivation and pick­ 
ing amounts to about twelve and a 
half cents pier pound, while the price 
paid for the crop varies generally frpm 
twenty to sixty-five cents per pound. 
This margin for profit is immense. 
The Gilroy Advócate says: In our 
last issuo were given some particulars 
about the cultivation, the yield and 
the profits of amie, and this not on 
hypothesis merely,nor at second hand, 
but from living words, as communi­ 
cated to us by a gentleman who has 
been growing the plant for the last 
four years in this State. That gentle­ 
man came to Gilroy last week with 
his money, his experience and his en­ 
terprise, to buy land, to settle, to grow 
this extraordinary plant, to prosecute 
a new industry, to establish here, ulti­ 
mately, a factory to manufacture the 
filer, and lie couldn’t get land to buy. 
There arc here thousands of acres of as 
good land as the sun shines on, fit to 
produce anything, but they are locked 
up and lying idle in the hands of mo­ 
nopolists, and so this gentleman coufd 
not obtain so much as one acre of it, 
although ready to pay down any rea­ 
sonable price ttiat was demanded. If 
ever there was a case demanding the 
immediate attention of the Legisla­ 
ture for sweeping out of sight this 
hateful monopoly, it is this and such 
is this. 
•

Your favor of 2d inst. 
reached me in usual time. I am so 
much of my time engaged in my affairs 
that I have been forced to postpone 
the answer to your letter till now. 
To answer your 
questions fully 
wou*'1 require a great deal of writing, 
tin Ie Hire of which I cannot com­ 
ma d. 
I will, in as concise a manner as 
jiossw.e, give you answers, such as the 
routine of my own business enables 
me to furnish, together with such 
id e a s as I gather from the general run 
of sheep husbandry outside of my own 
operations. 
Your iirst question : 
What, all things considered, is the 
most profitable breed of sheep to grow 
on tlie Pacific Coast ? 
While 1 considerall kinds profitable 
to our State, the Merino, and different 
grades of Merino seem best adapted 
for a large business. 
First—Because the Merino is more 
gregarious, and herds better in bands ; 
a n d , 
Secondly—The Merino, furnishing 
to the world, as it does, the great sta­ 
ple for the clothing wools, fills a large 
place in the economy of living. If this 
class of wool was greatly diminished, 
we should soon find out how small a 
space was occupied by the combing or 
long wools of the world. 
1 have no way of finding out, to any­ 
thing like a certainty, what is the 
proportion of stritly clothing wool to 
the combing, but should think that it 
was seven to three, and, perhaps, even 
eight to two. 
Of course, you know’ that we have 
not enough of either. 
There is no 
danger of over-production in any kind 
of wool, nor doubt of continued profit 
in sheep husbandry for all time. 
Your second question: 
What is the average annual increase 
of sheep under fair conditions ? 
On a small scule, with Merinos, one 
hundred per cent.; on a laige scale, I 
count eighty per cent good, and busi­ 
ness must he well attended to to make 
t hat. 
Your third question : 
What is the average annual yield 
of wool from each animal ? 
Our flocks—meaning mine and part­ 
ner’s—will not vary much from six (G) 
puunds once a year. 
We do not shear old sheep over one 
year but once a year. Lamosare usu­ 
ally shorn twice, as they keep in bet­ 
ter condition during our winters here. 
In like climates, I think it is a good 
plan everywhere. 
Fourth question: 
What are the prices of the various 
grades of wool in your nearest market ? 
Prices vary, of course, according to 
demand—sometimes above and some­ 
times below what I should call our 
average for the past, and what it is 
likely to he for the future ; say fifteen 
(15j cents for Fall wool, and twenty* 
five cents (25) for our Spring clip. 
Fifth question: 
What is the annual percentage of 
losses in your flocks when only on« 
epidemic is prevailing ? 
Very hard to answer. I should say, 
from all causes, from five to ten (5 to 
10; per cent. 
We have had no epi­ 
demics, so far, on this coast. Our great 
enemies have been, and continue to 
be, scab and wolves. The cost of hand­ 
ling one band of sheep of two thousand 
(2,000) for one year, and raising the 
iambs would, I should say, exclusive 
of forage, be not far from twelve hun­ 
dred (SI,200) dollars. 
We consider that number here a 
fair one for one band of sheep herded 
by one man, till the lambing season, 
when more help is required. 
Sixth question : 
Do you raise Angora goats, and if 
so, with what result ? 
1 have handled them only in a small 
way, having had a few, with one grade 
buck I fine; I suppose about a dozen 
common goats, for four or five years. 
The result was allleou ld ask—very 
good; but, from the pressure of other 
pursuits, 1 quit the care of them. I 
believe in the business fully, and from 
what I have seen and from what I 
have heard, think the raising of Am- 
gora goats one of the very best things 
lor the individual, and the country 
that can be started. I say this only 
lor California, for here I know how 
they thrive, and elsewhere 1 do not. 
1, at least, should only follow the rais­ 
ing of the animal here in California, 
or in locations where the climate is 
similar. 
Next to this State, Arizona 
and Xcw Mexico are the best places 
for goat and sheep-raising, chiefly on 
account of climate. 
Texas and South­ 
ern States adjoining are good, hut not 
as good, frequent changes of climate 
making the difference. 
I have read the pamphlet sent, ami 
while I generally concede all the 
points or arguments used, I will only 
say that the large results in breeding 
can only be fully realized ou a small 
scale. As a business grows large, the 
master must discontinue, to a great 
extent, his personal supervision. 
In 
the hands of subalterns, no man can 
expect such results as when he can 
give his business his universal atten- 
t i o 
n

For years Mr. Cowles has been a mem­ 
ber of the Congregational Church, re­ 
spected by all who knew him.
